The Looters THE LOOTERS (Alternative Tentacles) 

Over the last five years , the Looters have built a reputation as 
one of the Bay Area's most exciting live rock bands. With the 
release of this EP, they can also lay claim to being one of the 
best local recording acts. The four tracks here fuse a deep 

pcrsonal/political commitment with exciting music, astitute lyrics 
ihat arc political without being preachy, and a no-holds-barrcd 
performance. These arc powerful anthems for the post- 
revolutionary party that’ll make you think while you boogie. 
"Cross the Border," a song that expresses solidarity with the 
Nicaraguan Revolution, opens the EP with a stunning mix of hard 
rock, salsa and calypso. The keyboards are programmed to echo 
the sound of steel pans and the instrumental break is quite nasty. 

The sound of an enticing Brazilian/Spanish rhythm played on^ the 
roio-toms introduces the rock/funk of "The Streets are Catlin, a 
tribute to Carnival down south. "Rise Up" uses a Joy Divi- 
sion/New Order drone and industrial guitar noise to issue an urban 
call to arms.
